The committee's purpose, as outlined at a subsequent 
meeting, is fit her to work for the purchase of the water 
company if it is for sale at a reasonable price, or to force the 
water company to make the improvements necessary to pro­ 
vide Gettysburg with an adequate reserve to meet any future 
shortage. 
The meeting was called after Mr. Vossbury, who made 
a personal survey of conditions here Wednesday afternoon, 
while on his way to Blue Ridge Summit for a vacation, offered 
to give the borough his advice. 
Citizens* Committee 
The committee named to make the survey includes: Ed­ 
mund Thomas, banker; Dr. J. M. Dickson, physician; Jam es 
Aumen, fire chief; D. C. Stallsmith, fire company; J. Allen 
Dickson and W illiam Miller, councilmen, named by President 
Stock; and C. A. Bixler, I). J . Forney and Robert Tipton, se­ 
lected by the committee itself. 
The committee’s first move was to name Jam es Aumen, 
chairm an; J. Allen Dickson, 
secretary, and D. C- Stallsmith, 
treasurer.
